DIARY NOTES 


With regard to the Princton PMS&T r s complaint that CIA was recruit- 
jas^lOTC personnel, reports that as a result of a conference Mr. 

Personnel Procurement had with Lt. Colonel Kehe of G-l, the 
Army is completely satisfied that CIA acted in good faith in this matter 
and that we were entirely within the letter as well as the spirit of our » 
agreement. Colonel Kehe indicated that the PMS&T at Princton would be f 

directed to discharge the three individuals from ROTC due to their failure 1 
to sign the draft deferment request and report their names to their draft 
boards. This means that the Army considers that the three individuals 
are under no obligation to continue their ROTC affiliation and if CIA 
wants to offer them a position, this is a matter for our own determination. 

Administrativ e Officer TSS, telephoned to request assign- 
ment of a car to a permanent basis. Told him I regretted 

very much we are unable to assign any more cars to individuals at this time.

was over for a long conference on a number of subjects. 

(1) He raises the question again of allowing additional slots for 
Administrative Service in order to provide a reserve for overseas assign- 
ments, etc. This is an important matter which involves not only Administra- 
tive Service but Procurement, Security, Finance, and possibly others.

k March 1952 and thinks centra^adnm^atration has not been cut 

in enough at this time. Will ask for views on this. 

(3) There is apparently a great deal of confusion about our warehouse 
plan — how they are going to be used, etc. Actua ll y Administrative Service 
has no responsibility for warehouses except to build them. Garrison is 
supposed to run them. I am not sure this is understood by operating offices 
and I will try to have a meeting on this sometime next week to get it on the 
rails . 

(h) somewhat concerned about the safehouse procurement 

function being taken away from Administrative Service. I told him I was not 
familiar with the background ontM^but I was sure it had been carefully 
considered by Messrs. Wolf and^^^H and that reconsideration was unlikely. 
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said that although he knew this matter was being considered, he 
had learned of th^actu^. transfer of responsibilities indirectly, pri- 
marily through who is handling the function. Administrative 

Service did not get a copy of the memo giving this function to A-DD/A(S). 
This must have been an oversight and I will follow up to see that Admin- 
istrative Service is properly instructed. 
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
